OCTAVIA E. BUTLER 
Fiction Writer, 58 3 

Octavia E. Butler, an inter- 
nationally acclaimed science 
fiction writer who evocative, 
often troubling, novels 
explore far-reaching issues of 
race, sex, power and, ulti- 
mately, what it means to be 
human, died after a major 
fall near her home in Lake 
Forest Park, Washington. 

The precise cause of death has not been determined, 
Ms. Butler’s literary agent, Merrilee Heifetz, said. She 
added that Ms. Butler had suffered from severe hyper- 
tension and other health problems in recent years. 

In 1995 Mrs. Butler was awarded a MacArthur fel- 
lowship, the first science fiction writer to be so hon- 
ored. 

Throughout her career, the news media made much 
of the fact that she was an African-American woman 
writing science fiction. But in interviews and in her 
work itself she left no doubt that her background 
equipped her spectacularly well to portray life in hos- 
tile dystopias where the odds of survival can be almost 
insurmountable. 

“Pm black, lm solitary, Pve always been an out- 
sider.” She leaves no immediate survivors.
